Potatoes Announced 


The Department of ee 
culture has announced that 
it will support prices of U. 
S. No. 1 grade sweet pota- 
toes produced in 1943 at 
$1.15 to 51.45 per bushel. 

Prices will be supported 
by the Food Distribution 
Administration at $1.15 per 
bushel during harvesting 
season from August through 
November; $1.30 per bushel 
during December and Janu- 
ary; and $1.45 per bushel 
during Febr uary, March and 
April. These prices apply to 
sweet potatoes grading U. 
S. No. 1 and packed in ei- 
ther bushel crates, baskets 
or hampers. U. S. No. 2 con- 
taining 75 per cent or better 
of U. 8S. No. 1 quality will 
be supported at 15 cents per 
bushel below the price for 
U. S. No. 1. 

Sweet potatoes will also 
be purchased in 50 pound 
sacks but at a discount of 
10 cents under the desig- 
nated bushel price. 

This program will be un- 
der the supervision of the 
Food Distribution Adminis- 
tration in cooperation with 
the County USDA War 
Board. 

Coffee County has been 
assigned a goal of 3,000 
acres of sweet potatoes. It 
is hoped that as a result of 
this price supporting pro- 
gram that this goal will be 
reached.

A. No, you do not give up 
points if these products are 
bought exclusively for seed 
purposes. An earlier provi- 
sion requiring the surrender 
of vation stamps or certifi- 
cates to get such vegetables 
used for seed was eliminat- 
ed. These products bought 
for seed are now exempt 
from rationing. This exemp- 
tion was made in order to

which are working overtime

Q. ’'m a grocer and have 
a supply of dry beans that 
wre suitable for both eating 
and planting.Can I sell beans 
for use as seed from my bulk 
supply without collecting 
stamps, which I am required 
to collect when selling same 
beans for use as food? 

A. You may sell the beans 
as seed if the sack 
which they are taken is 
plainly laueled as seed. The 
beans for seeding are not ra- 
tioned. Beans for 
rationed. 

Q. How should the pack- 
uges or sacks be labeled 
from which sales of dry 
peas, beans and lentils for 
seed use are made? 

They must be labeled 
{to conform with any appli- 
cable Federal or State seed 
law and in accordance with 
standards stated in the Fed- 
eral Law. It is not OPA’s 
function to prescribe meth- 
ods of labeling. 

Q. If I sell dry peas, beans 
and lentils as seed and do 
not collect stamps from cus- 
tomers, how will I replenish 
my supplies later? 

A. You are in the same 
position the customer is in. 
He doesn’t need to give up 
points to get the dry beans, 
peas and lentils from you 
and you don’t need to give 
up points to buy them from 
your supplier, so long as you, 
are buying them as seed and 
not for sale as food. 

Q. I have already applied 
to my local board for a ra- 
tion certificate to buy dry 
beans for seed. What can 
the local board do with my 
application? 

A. The local board will 
no longer be required to act 
on such applications and 
may now destroy them.

PETER AND JOHN BECOME 
DISCIPLES OF JESUS 

LESSON TEXT—John 
1:16-20, 

GOLDEN TEXT—And Jesus said unto 
them, Come ye after me, and I will 
make you to become fishers of men.— 
Mark 1:17, 


Mark 


1:29-42; 


Personal faith in Christ is the 
heart of Christian experience, Since 
persons are won by other persons it 
was vitally important that the Lord 
choose the right disciples at the very 
beginning of the Church, Outstand- 
ing among the twelve disciples were 
Peter and John, whose lives and 
letters we study during the next 
three months, 

The manner in which they became 
disciples is of unusual interest—and 
is instructive as well. We will ob- 
serve that our Lord is working in 
much the same way on the Peters 
and Johns of our own day. They 
came to Him by way of 

I. Testimony—They Heard About 
Jesus (John 1;29-34, 41), 

John, who modestly refrains from 
naming himself (v. 40), heard about 
Jesus from John the Baptist. His 
testimony is notable for its pointed 
presentation of Christ, and its un- 
mistakable desire that they follow 
Him, John was an important man 
with a vigorous message, but he rec- 
ognized that his only real business 
for God was to point men to Christ. 
He enjoyed having men follow him, 
but only that he might lead them 
to Jesus. 

In doing Christian work we should 
learn so to bear our testimony that 
we may magnify Christ, and not 
ourselves. We must be careful to 
win men to Christ, and not to our- 
selves or our cause or church, 

Peter was brought to Jesus by his 
brother Andrew. Andrew was a qui- 
et, modest man of whom we do not 
read that he preached a single ser- 
mon, But he did do personal work 
(see John 6:8, 9; 12:21, 22). He has 
been called “Andrew the finder,’ 
May “his tribe’ increase. We need 
more like him, 

Hearing about Jesus is not enough. 
There must be the next step, the in- 
dispensable personal meeting with 
the Lord. 


II, Experience—They Saw Jesus 
(John 1:35-39, 42), 

The necessity of a personal ex- 
perience with Christ is so clearly 
stated in Scripture that one can only 
marvel that it is so neglected in 
many churches today, 

Neither John the Baptist nor, lat- 
er, Andrew was content to tell about 
Jesus. They brought John and Pe- 
ter to the Lord. John said, ‘‘Behold 
the Lamb of God” (vy. 36); and An- 
drew “brought him to Jesus’ (vy. 
42). These sum up the soul-win- 
ner’s duty. We must bring our fam- 
ily, our friends, yes, the stranger 
with whom we deal, into the pres- 
ence of Jesus. 

He will look into their eyes and 
into their souls and see in them all 
the gifts and graces which may 
make them useful to Him (vy, 42). 
John was the brother of James and 
Peter the brother of Andrew—just 
two humble fishermen in the sight of 
men. But Jesus saw in them two 
of the most useful men who have 
ever lived. Let us give Him a 
chance to deal with our friends and 
acquaintances, 

Hearing and seeing are both ex- 
cellent, but they lack one final step 
—and here it is— 

Iii. Action—They Followed Jesus 
(John 1:40; Mark 1:16-20). 

First of all they followed Jesus in 
becoming believers on Him as the 
Messiah. That experience of John’s 
we find in John 1:40, and of Peter's 
(by inference) in verse 42. There is 
no salvation apart from that act of 
the will which follows a knowledge 
of Christ. 

In the passage in Mark we find Him 
calling them to leave their secular 
calling as fishers of fish to follow 
Him and become fishers of men. 
Before they could become what He 
wanted them to be, they had to do 
something—rise up and follow Him. 

Their unquestioning response indi- 
cated their faith, but, more than that, 
it showed that they were the kind of 
obedient men who could be used of 
the Lord. Jesus might have called 
His disciples from the learned and 
the mighty. But one wonders wheth- 
er they would have been willing to 
respond without argument, and to 
learn of Him without prejudice or 
preconceived ideas of theology. 

God must often pass the mighty 
and the noble of this world, and cail 
those who are foolish enough to be- 
lieve Him and obey (read I Cor. 
1:17-29). The reason is given there— 
“That no flesh should glory in his 
presence.” The glory belongs to the 
Lord, not to His servants. 

Because they did obey they be- 
came ‘‘fishers of men,” He led them, 
trained them, encouraged them, 
blessed them, and used them. 

A disciple is a “‘learner,’’ but he 
is learning for a purpose. Learn- 
ing for its own sake, as an orna- 
ment or a selfish pleasure, is al- 
ways a sad thing, but with the disci- 
ple of Christ it cannot be that if he 
rightly knows Christ, 

The disciple is to win other dis- 
ciples. That is the very heart of 
Christian witness.

INTERESTING } LETTER 
FROM NORTH AFRICA 


Hugh D, Sexton, Coffee 
County farm agent, recent- 
ly came into possession of a 
copy of the following letter 
written from North Africa, 
Keb, 1, by Andy Curlee to 
George Dyar, both Exten- 
sion Service men in times of 
peace. Byron Manning, men- 
tioned in the letter, is a for- 
mer Enterprise resident and 
former Extension Service 
worker, now in the armed 
forces. 

The letter reads: ‘Well, 
am still around and making 
myself and things as tough 
as possible for the Jerries. 

“Things are fairly quiet 
here as far as ground fight- 
ing goes, but there is one 
hell of an air battle going 
on. I believe that we still 
have air’ superiority and 
hope we don’t lose it. It’s 
plenty tough as it is, and I 
certainly would hate to see 
it much tougher, 

“This is a sort of a bomb 
and be bombed affair, but I 
am sure we are giving them 
the most trouble. I have 
gotten to the point where I 
ean be out of my bed (straw 
and blankets) and in a slit 
trench within flat five sec- 
onds. It’s amazing how a 
person can pick up speed if 
he really needs to. 

“We fly over some beau- 
tiful farming land on our 
way to targets and back and 
I often think how far | am 
from the job I would like to 
be doing. All of that seems 
a million miles away, but I 
guess that it is hope that 
keeps a guy going. 

“IT would like to take 
Manning up on that deal of 
his being my radio opera- 
tor. I lost mine in a raid 
several days ago and hay- 
en’t been able to get a re- 
placement yet. 

“IT remember we used to 
use the word ‘cooperation’ 
a great deal in the Exten- 
sion Service, but I never 
really got the meaning of 
the world until we got over 
here. It really gives one a 
thrill to listen on the radio 
to the gunners and pilots 
cooperating as we are being 
attacked by pursuits. That 
is one place and time that 
cooperation means a_ heck 
of a lot. 

“My luck has held up 
wonderfully so far. I re- 
ceived an ‘airman’s medal’ 
the other day for raids we 
have -already carried out, 
however, medals are the last 
thing a person thinks of in 
this game. 

“Our first mail from the 
States came through a cou- 
ple of days ago. I received 
none from the Court House 
area, but hope to hear from 
some of you within the next 
few days. Regards to every 
one. Andy.”

W. J. BULLARD ISSUES 
WEATHER FORECAST

ple that Germany would 
never be bombed. 

Mr. Smith’s forecast was 
based on seeing and hearing 
enormous flocks of geese 
Winging their way north- 
ward over Elba, giving him 
good cause to think Spring 
was close at hand.

Robert Wise Wins 
Two Top Awards At 
Dothan Stock Show 


Dothan, Ala, April 
tobert Wise, sixteen-year- 
old Coffee County 4-H Club 
member who won the grand 
champion prize in the 1942 
Tri-States Fat Stock Show 
and the reserve champion 
award in 1941, made a 
clean sweep at the 1943 
show today by carrying 
away both the grand cham- 
pion and reserve champion

prizes. 
The grand champion, 
dubbed “Shorty” by his 


owner, was a 21-months-old 
Hereford, while the reserve 
champion was a 17-months- 
old American-Aberdeen An- 
gus. 

The champion, weighing 
960 pounds, was auctioned 
to the First National Bank 
for 25 cents a pound while 
the reserve champion, 
weighing 925 pounds, was 
sold to the Jitney Jungle 
stores for 20 cents a pound. 

In making a clean sweep 
of the first bracket of prizes, 
young Wise further upheld 
his proven reputation as a 
cattle raiser by taking 
eighth place in the heavy- 
weight classification. 

The Coffee County dele- 
gation followed in the 
footsteps made by Wise, 
taking the county prize 
award. 

Young Wise received a 
$50 War Bond as the grand 
champion award and a $25 
War Bond for the reserve 
champion. 

The grand champion, was 
purchased by Wise in No- 
vember, 1941, and was 
placed in a pasture until 
ten months ago, then fed on 
a special ration of two parts 
of crushed corn, two parts 
of sh’elled corn and one part 
meal. The animal weighed 
835 pound when bnught by 
the owner and when sold 
today tipped the scales at 
960 pounds. 

Hundreds of visitors 
flocked to the show and sale 
held on a one-day schedule 
to meet with war-time prob- 
lems and other restrictions. 
Previous shows were held 
for two days. 

First prize of ten dollars 
for the best native-raised 
beef went to Bobby Hall, 
Houston County 4-H Club 
member, and second prize 
of five dollars in this event 
went to Joseph Andrews, 
Dale County 4-H Clubber. 

Approximately 100 calves 
were entered in the show, 
as compared with the more 
than 150 last year, C. M. 
Ling, general superinten- 
dent of the show, said this 
morninng. : 

Coffee County entries 
won in the county prize 
awards with Henry, Dale, 
Geneva and Houston follow- 
ing in second, third, fourth 
and fifth place. 

A total of 17 prizes were 
won by the Coffee County 
4-H Club members, more 
than twice the number won 
by the nearest competitor, 
Henry County, which plac-
